PRESIDENT TAFT’S APPOINT¬ 
MENT OF AN ASSOCIATE 
OF THE SUPREME COURT 

The prominent mention of the 
name of Judge Hook of Kansas, 
for an Associate Justice of the 
U. S. Supreme Court by President 
Taft brought many protestations 
against his appointment. He 
was able to overcome all but one 
and that was the decision he 
rendered in the Oklahoma case 
of McCabe vs. Atchinson, To¬ 
peka and Santa Fe R. R. and 
brought to the attention of the 
President by the New England 
Suffrage League, an organization 
of colored people. 

This decision showed that in 
a case involving “Jim Crow” legis¬ 
lation he fell a victim to race pre¬ 
judice and in the exercise of his 
powers as a judicial officer “was 
weighed and found wanting.” 

The action of the President in 
not presenting his name, aside from 
political reasons, brings to the sur¬ 
face that side of American manhood 
which stands for the perpetuation 
of this Republic. 

This is demonstrated every year 
by its citizens in the manner in 
which they esteem and reverence 
the memory of men who stood 
as the champion for the rights, 
not alone of the powerful but made 
their life work prominent in seeking 
civil protection for the humblest, 
without regard to race or creed. 

Such men have become immortal 
and in spite of out breaks 
of race prejudice whereby a man 
may become for a day notorious, 
our appreciation of manhood cause 
such a man to be soon forgotten 
in our efforts to attain the place 
where “we would do unto others 
as we would have them do unto 
us.” 

The American Negro is no less 
proud of Andrew Jackson, “Old 
Hickory”, Charles Sumner, Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln and other of our 
statesmen that have stood for 
the bringing about of such noble 
conditions. 

To these add the memory of men 
such as John Brown, William Lloyd 
Garrison, Wendell Phillips and 
others whose memories stand out 


prominent before the American 
people because of their fight for 
freedom of the oppressed, 
noble emulation. 

We ca n n o t understand 
why so man y m e n lose 
the golden opportunity of bringing 
to themselves the greatest presonal 
satisfaction of a well spent life 
in efforts of upholding the rights of 
all which brings to it the con¬ 
fidence and praise of all who 
are observers. 

What is true of the individual 
is also true of a set of individuals 
entrusted with power to govern. 

And if they, like our present 
Good Government administration, 
are to use the power in denying 
rights to a part of the citizens by 
a resort to race prejudice their 
days in control will be short.

He repeated the 
statements of two prominent men 
one of whom was a southerner in 
which both claimed that race pre¬ 
judice would not be near so great 
if the colored people would show 
a disposition to fight it at every 
turn. 

In speaking of the County hos¬ 
pital affair Attorney McDowell 
said that the fight must not cease 
until the nurse training depart¬ 
ment of the hospital an institu¬ 
tion that is supported by the tax 
payers of the county, without re¬ 
gard to race or color be opened 
to all.
